Discussed 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph rejection, regarding the enablement of an antibody with less than 6 CDR's. 
Applicant indicated that there are single domain antibodies which just have the heavy chain or light chain and are able 
to bind antigen and that the single domain antibodies have 3 specified CDR's for the heavy chain or the light chain. 
Applicant also indicated that one single CDR can be used to screen a library and identify an antibody that binds the 
antigen.
